School Calendar Gains A Day 


It was Round 4 for next year’s 
school calendar Tuesday night, 
as the school committee added 
a few variations to last week’s 
theme, and came up with a net 
gain of one school day. School 
will let out June 22, 1978, in- 
stead of June 21 — providing no 
more than four snow days are 
used. 

February vacation remains 
reduced to a four-day weekend, 
however, despite concern of 
teachers that parents will take 
their children out of school for 


the remainder of the week 
anyway. The committee voted 
last week to grant only Monday 
and Tuesday, Feb. 20 and 21 off, 
with everyone returning 
Wednesday the 22nd. 

Andover Education Associa- 
tion President Charles Friel 
said that this year 10 to 12 per- 
cent of the youngsters were out 
a week before or a week after 
this year’s week of winter vaca- 
tion, and he said shortening the 
vacation would only increase 
absenteeism. 


According to the revised 
calendar, teachers will still 
report Sept. 6, the day after 
Labor day, but pupils will not 
arrive until Thursday the 8th in- 
stead of Wednesday. That gives 
the teachers two preparation 
days before school begins, and 
leaves Wednesday for the pop- 
ular 9th grade and sophomore 
orientations. 

School will reopen after the 
Christmas break on Tuesday, 
Jan. 3 instead of Monday the 
2nd as passed last week. The 


law, Chairman David Ahouse 
said, provides Monday off after 
a national holiday falls on Sun- 
day. 

One of the two dayys added to 
the revised calendar was made 
up by cutting back to one in- 
service day for teachers. Last 
week’s calendar provided two 
such ‘‘release time’’ days. 
Teacher plans for use of the day 
must still be submitted to the 
school committee by the first

An advocate of long range plan- 
ning, the league supports the con- 
cept of capital budgeting for the 
town, but will oppose this article 
because the procedure for the 
adoption of the Capital Improve- 
ment Plan gives too much 
authority to the Board of 
Selectmen. The League would 
like to see the town manager, 
school committee and ad- 
ministration, planning board, 
finance committee, and board of 
selectmen work together to 
design a capital budgeting 
process for Andover. 

The League of Women Voters 
will also oppose Article 8 which 
would amend the Bylaws to 
redefine the Town Budget to be 
that budget prepared by the 
Town Manager and ‘‘as 
recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen.”’ The Bylaws already 
require the selectmen’s 
recommendations on all financial 
articles to be included in the 
finance committee’s report. The 


league sees town meeting’s con- 
trol of the purse strings as cen- 
tral to Andover’s form of govern- 
ment. Voters should know before 
making their decisions on the 
budget the proposed budget of the 
professional administrator and 
the recommendations of both the 
board of selectmen and the 
finance committee. The league 
supports the continuation of the 
current process as defined in the 
charter and bylaws.

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It’s That Time 
Of Year Again 


The annual town meeting gets underway Monday 
night, a little later than usual, but still due to be the best 
show in town next week. 


The session will open Monday and continue each night 
until all warrant items are completed. 


Regardless of when town meeting is held there is 
always concern for whether a quorum can be obtained 
and maintained. Such fears may be more prevalent this 
year with the advent of fine, spring weather and the ex- 
tended daylight hours. 


But we feel assured that Andover residents will again 
see their duty in sufficient numbers to insure proper 
decisions being made throughout the duration of the 
regular and special town meeting warrants. 


At stake, of course, is the establishment of a tax rate 
for residents of the community for the coming year. 
This is not an easy task this year, in view of the drop in 
receipts from the state as has been indicated these past 
several weeks. 

The drop in funds is the principal cause of the lateness 
of the town meeting this year. When the Cherry Sheets 
were issued, indicating the reduction in anticipated 
receipts, town officials felt the confusion over the 
figures, plus the need to regroup and replan the coming 
year’s fiscal budget was a necessity, thus the change of 
date. 

From our observations of the work of the selectmen, 
school committee and finance committee in reviewing 
the money items facing the voters, it would appear that 
their forecast of $4-$7 tax rate increase is inevitable. 

The boards have examined the needs of the town, con- 
sidered the economics, and have made their recommen- 
dations, which, if followed, would continue the town on 
a sound financial course. 

But New England town meeting, being the fine old 
Democratic institution that it is, quite possibly the 
money items and the tax rate will not command the 
prime attention of the voters next week. 

The uniqueness of the open forum lends itself to sur- 
prises and we can view a number of issues that could 


cause more interest that a substantial jump in the an- 
nual tax bill, many people accepting the fact as an in- 
evitable way of life. 

We would judge that among the major debate could 
well center on the issue of the freedom of canines to 
romp freely about the landscape. 

For the past several years Andover has had an animal 
control law which dictates that dogs must be under con- 
trol during the hours children are going to and from 
school. (How one lets Fido out at 6:30 a.m. and instructs 
him to be back by 7:30 a.m. hasn’t yet been deter- 
mined. ) 

More recently residents have become alarmed at the 
freedom of dogs roaming the landscape, tearing open 
the trash bags, thus littering streets, travelling in pack, 
etc. 

Consequently, the selectmen agreed to place an arti- 
cle in the warrant this year dealing with the adoption of 
a dog leash law. 

We anticipate that this item will evoke sufficient con- 
troversy to make the overall agenda interesting. 

Then there is the item of the establishment of a 
Historic District in town. The area is considerably less 
encompassing than that which was to be presented to 
the October town meeting, but still is a controversial 
issue. 

There are certain bylaw changes in the special town 
meeting warrant set for Wednesday night, dealing with 
annual budget preparation and capital budget planning, 
which are not completely agreeable to all town boards 
and can be expected to be debated. 

And, there are some proposed zoning changes to be 
considered by the voters, and these often command the 
personal attention of those directly involved. 

Thus, while the composition of the town meeting 
warrant can seldom be forecast, it seems that this year 
is no different than others, in that it offers something 
for consideration by all interests. 

We trust the agenda is appealing enough to command 
the attention of a sufficient amount of Andover voters to 
provide proper decisions for the year ahead.

The 
well has been a source of un- 
fluoridated water for years until 
it was recently closed by the 
Public Works Dept. as an alter- 
native to needed repairs. The 
Finance Committee Report and 
Annual and special Town 
Meeting Warrants recently mail- 
ed to voters states that the Plan- 
ning Board ‘‘recommends disap- 


proval of Article 44 since another 
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source of unfluoridated water is 
available.’’ By this they refer to 
the recently installed tap on the 
outside of the Haggetts Pond 
Treatment Plant. However, this 
tap is an extremely inadequate 
substitute for an operable Abbot 
Well. Located four miles beyond 
the Abbot Well from the center of 
Andover, it is also about a 
quarter of a mile off the road ina 
rather secluded area. While 
attempting to get water there 
last January, I found the snow 
blown two inches deep over the 
driveway, no path cleared from 
parking area to the tap (a dis- 
tance of at least ten feet) and the 
necessity of climbing over a 
snowbank a foot high while 
carrying water containers. 
Access may be of little high while 
carrying water containers. 
Access may be of little concern 
to the young and agile, but ob- 
viusly poses a problem to our 
older citizens as well as those 
with health problems (such as 
allergies, kidney disorders, and 
heart disease) who must have un- 
fluoridated water. The next 
problem is the water tap itself; it 
took almost ten minutes to draw 
enough water to fill a five gallon 
jug. At that rate one would have 
to stand there holding the tap on 
for afull half hour to draw a 
week’s supply of drinking and 
cooking water. This compares to 
the approximately three minutes 
it took to draw the same amount 
at the Abbot well. 


But there are other reasons 
besides convenience for reopen- 
ing the Abbot Well. The City of 
Lawrence recently suffered con- 
siderable turmoil over their 
suddenly foul tasting and smell- 
ing water. Where did officials 
refer their citizens for a decent 
water source? To the several 
wells in the Lawrence area! An 
Andover Finance Committee 
member assured me this could 
never happen here because ‘‘of 
our modern treatment plant.’’

WASHINGTON -- Congres- 
sional leaders have served 
notice on the White House that 
President Carter won't get his 
five-cent gasoline tax. 

They have made this clear to 
the president’s top energy ad- 
viser, James Schlesinger, at 
secret energy meetings. They 
have told him bluntly that the 
gasoline tax is politically im- 
possible. 

This is a personal affront to 
the president, for the gasoline 
tax was his idea. In the back- 
rooms of the White House, 
Schlesinger opposed the tax, 
but was overruled by the presi- 
dent himself. 

Carter looked upon the 
gasoline tax as a symbol of the 
sacrifice Americans must 
make to prevent an energy 
catastrophe. It would be a con- 
stant reminder to the con- 
sumers, he felt, that they must 
conserve gas. 

Some congressional leaders 
believe the gasoline tax was in- 
tended to be a bargaining chip 
which the president would 
offer to give up -- in return for 
other parts of his program. But 
sources close to Carter tell us 
he definitely wanted the tax to 
become law. They also say he 
is not a man who likes to lose 
political battles. 

But this is one he will lose.

Contract Game: The fine 
art of gaining military con- 
tracts depends heavily on polit- 
ical influence. The executive 
suites of almost all the top 
defense contractors, therefore, 
are populated with retired gen- 
erals, admirals and civilians 
from the Pentagon. 

The new Watergate 
morality, unfortunately, hasn’t 
changed the hiring practices.

Kremlin Pipeline: The 
Central Intelligence Agency 
has been studying the weather 
over Russia. The outlook is un- 
favorable. The CIA has con- 
cluded, therefore, that the 
Soviets won't be able to harvest 
another record wheat crop this 
fall. 

If the CIA’s weather forecast 
is accurate, the Soviets should 
be back next year trying to buy 
more wheat from the United 
States. 

— President Carter has 
received an ominous _ in- 
telligence estimate which 
reveals that the Soviets are 
now prepared to sacrifice their 
main cities in case of a nuclear 
showdown with the United 
States. 

The Soviets are actively pre- 
paring for a nuclear exchange, 
which would cost them their 
big cities, but permit them to 
recover military and industrial 
power. They are concentrating 
on protecting their industrial 
sites, military bases and 
missile silos. Their whole 
nuclear strategy, according to 
the secret estimate, is based on 
recovering from a nuclear ex- 
change ahead of the United 
States. 

Republican Holdovers: 
President Carter carries a big 
Democratic broom. He _pro- 
mised to sweep the Republican 
holdovers out of government. 
Yet many of the juciest jobs 
are still held by Republicans. 
This has got the waiting Demo- 
crats upset. 

Our White House sources told 
us that staff chief Hamilton 
Jordan is responsible for the 
slow sweep-out.

Upon in- 
vestigation, the automobile was 
discovered totally involved in 
flames. After a few seconds of 
utter panic, a call was placed to 
the Andover Fire Department. 
After being politely received and 
properly questioned, we returned 
to the scene for the seemingly 
endless wait. What felt like an 
eternity, but was actually only a 
matter of moments, turned into 
an education for the spectators

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The Town Manager And Town Meeting 


Three Views 


Editor’s Note: Since the 
Town Manager and his job 
have been thrown into the 


political arena — in fact 
appeared to be the deciding 
issue in the recent Town 
Election — Student Intern 
Deborah Wedge spent 


several weeks looking into 
the Charter and interviewing 
former selectmen. Following 
are three opinions on the 
Town Manager, Town 
Meeting, and the role of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Robert Watters 


Robert Watters of Argilla 
Road was a Town Selectman 
for 10 years, and believes that 
the Town Manager Charter has 
worked well since its begin- 
nings in 1959. 

On the whole, Watters also 
thinks the town meeting to be 
successful, although ‘‘it can 
also be frustrating.’’ He con- 
tends it is the duty of town of- 
ficials to provide the people 
with information so that they 
may actively participate in 
making decisions. He also ex- 
presses the view that there is 
fair representation of the peo- 
ple at the town meetings. 

When asked what advice he 
would offer to selectmen, 
Watters replied that the most 
important thing for a selectman 
to do is ‘‘to keep in touch with 
the people.”’ 

People, he says, ‘‘must be 
given an opportunity to speak, 
to present their case, to know 
the pros and cons of an issue.” 
He said ‘‘our group of 
selectmen does pretty well — 
they are a great group of public 
officials, honest and above 
board.”’ 

Accoreding to Watters, 
selectmen should ‘‘look ahead, 
anticipate problems.’’ For in- 
stance, he says that years ago 
officials decided on a 25 to 75 
ratio of business to residential 
in town. “This well-balanced 
future planning has been ex- 
cellent for the town,”’ he says. 
The 25 percent industry has 
worked out well considering the 
fact that ‘prime companies 
such as Gillette, Raytheon and 
Hewlett-Packard have settled 
in Andover,’’ he and the plan- 
ning and realization of these 
three has kept the Andover tax 
rate even. 

Watters said he enjoyed his 10 
years of public service to An- 
dover. He would like to have 
seen Andover acquire a new 
municipal building but the town 
‘just wouldn't go along with 

it.’’ He also said a committee 
should have been formed to 
review and investigate the idea 
of merging Andover and North 
Andover into one city. He 
believes this merger would 
have benefited both com- 
munities and made the area

“one of the bright spots of the 
state.’ However, he said, ‘‘this 
idea never seemed to appeal to 
the people of either town.”’

Sidney P. White 


Sidney P. White of Argilla 
Road, served Andover as a 
public official of Andover for 40 
years — 18 in the Public Works 
Department, and for many on 
the Board of Selectmen. 

White is not satisfied with the 
town manager form of govern- 
ment, claiming too many weak 
areas. and ‘‘a lack of com- 
munication between the 
selectmen and the town 
manager.’ “‘If there is no com- 
munication, there is no efficien- 
cy,’ White says, adding that a 
strong board of selectmen is 
needed in order to execute the 
town charter properly. 

White also contends that the 
present charter took away from 
the people the right to vote, to 
choose from a ballot people 
they want on the various boards 
and commissions. The town 
manager appoints people to the 
boards and commissions and 
White says it is possible for the 
people to get stuck with 
someone they don’t want or 
someone whose policies differ 
from theirs. 

He says that in order to 
qualify as a town manager a 
person must have background 
and experience in administra- 
tion, whereas the town 
manager, he says, really should 
have an assistant, someone who 
could deal with the problems of 
civil service and labor unions to 
allow him more time to per- 
form his other duties. 

White said he has always 
been impressed with J. 
Maynard Austin as a Town 
Manager and that he has never 
been disappointed with Austin. 

As for the Town Meetings, 
white believes they are 
successful, and believes the 
moderator must have an open 
mind and let the people express 
themselves, he believes the 
quorum for town meetings 
might be increased, possibly to 
about 5 percent of the 
registered voters. This would 
bring the quorum to about 750 
people, offering a better cross- 
representation of the people of 
the town. However, there is a 
problem in that people do not 
seem to display the interest 
they used to. White recalls pull- 


’ of his handling of the budget 


ing a fire alarm in order to get i 


enough people out of their 
homes and to the meeting for a 
quorum. 

White’s advice to selectmen 
is that they make a ‘‘thorough 
study of the town’s needs,”’ and 
“cast aside their impression of 
being little dictators.’’ 
Selectmen cannot be afraid to 
listen to popposition, he says. 

White believes that conserva 
tion should be limited to land 
which is less attractive for in 
dustry. Conservation on good 
industrial land takes revenue 
out of the town. 

White says he is most proud 


while he was in office. ‘‘I was 
proud when we could do a job 
and pay cash for it...it wasa 
pleasure to live within the 
budget. We had good credit 
rating with the banks in 
Boston.”’ 

White also says that his 
budget requests were always 
honest. He never asked for 
more than he thought was 
necessary, never padded the 
figures and stood by his re- 
quests, he says. ‘‘The people of 
Andover, according to White, 
knew this and accepted it.’’ 


Philip K. Allen 

Philip K. Allen of Highland 
Road was involved in Andover 
town government for 12 years, 
many of them as chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen. 

Allen says he first looks for 
an experienced administrator 
in a town manager. The town 
manager ‘‘can’t learn here,’’ 
but must be able to coordinate 
the multitude of departments, 
commissions and boards which 
exist in Andover, Allen con- 
tends. Secondly, he says, the 
Manager must be able to handle 
people, he must ‘‘work for and 
with” the Board of Selectmen, 
“this is crucial’ Allen says, 
because the manager carries 
out the policy of the selectmen 
and does what he thinks is best 
for government. 

Allen also believes that the 
Town Manager must have real 
knowledge of municipal govern- 
ment. He must know roads, 
assessing procedures, bonds, 
budgets, how to read computer 
printouts, state and federal 
regulations, zoning laws, the 
problems of water pollution and

solid waste, as well as being 
able to handle the appointments 
of commissions, 

Allen says it is difficult to 
find a person with all the 
qualities necessary to be an 
effective town manager, and 
who can also work for and with 
the board of selectmen since 
the board is made up of a 
number of people with dis- 
parate backgrounds, Despite 
the problems of finding a town 
manager and the difficultues of 
the job, Mr. Allen said that he 
thought ‘‘each of the town 
managers in his own way has 
made great contributions to the 
town.”’ 

“Any selectman is a com- 
posite of the people,”’ according 
to Allen, ‘‘His job is time- 
consuming and he must be able 
to deal with the frustrations and 
have a great deal of patience.” 


Allen’s advice to selectmen is 
that they not get involved in ad- 
ministration — in the day to day 
workings of the town. ‘‘That’s 
the managers job. The 
selectmen can’t be ad- 
ministrators and legislators 
too.”’

Proposed Dog Law 


Amendment to ARTICLE 36 as printed in the 1977 annual town 
meeting warrant. To amend ARTICLE XII of the Town By-Laws 
Section 11/17 to read: 


Section 1, Definitions 

As used in this By-Law, the following terms mean: 

ANIMAL SHELTER: Any premises designated by Town Ad- 
ministrative Authority for the purpose of impounding and caring for 
animals held under authority of this By-Law. 

CANINE CONTROL BOARD: An unpaid advisory board made up 
of three registered voters of the Town, appointed annually by the 
Town Manager, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, with 
the tasks of monitoring the effectiveness of this By-Law, assuring 
the humane treatment of the animals regulated by the By-Law, and 
promulgating necessary changes to the By-Law. 

CANINE CONTROL OFFICER: Any person or persons appointed 
by the town Manager, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, 
as the Dog Officer or officers under the provisions of Chapter 140, 
Sections 151 and 151A of the General Laws to carry out the 
provisions of this By-Law. In the absence or vacancy in the office or 
unavailability of the Canine Control Officer, the Town’s Inspector of 
Animals or his deputy shall perform the duties of the Canine Control 
Officer(s). 

OWNER: Any person owning, keeping or harboring dogs. 

PERSON: An individual, partnership, company or corporation. 

RESTRAINT: A dog shall be deemed to be under restraint if on 
the premises of its owner or, if outside the premises of the owner, is 
accompanied by a person who shall have the dog under control by 
holding it firmly on a leash no greater than six (6) feet in length. 

VETERINARY HOSPITAL: An establishment maintained and 
operated by a licensed veterinarian for the boarding of animals or 
the diagnosis and treatment of diseases and injuries of animals. 

Section 2. Requirement for an Identification Tag 

Every person issued a license in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 140, Section 137 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
for a dog owned or kept within the Town will also receive an Iden- 
tification Tag from the town Clerk’s Office. The Identification Tag 


. Shall be a durable tag stamped with an identifying number and of a 


particular color to signify the specific year of issuance. Tags will be 
so designed that they may conveniently be fastened to the dog’s 
collar or harness. Dogs must wear Identification Tags at all times 
when the animal is off the premises of the owner. The Canine Con- 
trol Officer shall maintain a record of the identifying numbers and 
shall make this record available to the public. 
Section 3. Restraint of Dogs 

No person shall own, keep or harbor in the Town of Andover, out- 
side the confines of the owner’s property, any dog which is not held 
firmly on a leash, no longer than six (6) feet, by a person who shall 
have control of such a dog. 
Section 4. Unrestrained Dogs 


Unrestrained dogs may be taken by. Police, or the Canine Control 
Officer and impounded in an animal shelter, and there confined in a 
humane manner. If by an Identification Tag or by other means the 
owner can be identified, the Canine Control Officer shall immediate- 
ly upon impoundment notify the owner of the impoundment of the 
animal. Impounded dogs shall be kept for five days unless reclaimed 
by their owners. Dogs not claimed by their owners within 10 days, or 
placed in suitable new homes, may be humanely euthanized by the 
Canine Control Officer or by an agency delegated by him to exercise 
that authority. Jets 

In addition to, or in lieu of, impounding a dog found at large, the 
Canine Control Officer, or Police Officer may issue to the known 
owner of such dog a notice of By-Law violation. 

Section 5. Reclaiming Impounded Dogs 

An owner reclaiming an impounded dog shall pay an ad- 
ministrative fee of $15.00 plus $4.00 boarding charge for each day 
that the dog has been impounded, to a total maximum pay of $35.00. 
Section 6. Female Dogs in Heat 

Every female dog in heat shall be confined in a building or secure 
enclosure in such manner that such female dog cannot come into 
contact with another animal except for planned breeding. 

Section 7. Nuisances 

No owner shall fail to exercise proper care and control of his or 
her animals to prevent them from becoming a public nuisance. Ex- 
cessive or untimely barking, molesting passersby, chasing vehicles, 
habitually attacking people or other domestic animals, trespassing 
upon school grounds, or trespassing upon private property in such 
manner as to damage property, shall be deemed a nuisance. 
Section 8. Using Animals as Prizes 

No person shall give away any live vertebrate animal as a prize 
for, or as an inducement to enter, any contest, game or other com- 
petition, or as an inducement to enter a place of amusement; or 
offer such vertebrate as an incentive to enter into any business 
agreement whereby the offer was for the purpose of attracting 
trade. 

Section 9. Quarantining of Dog that Bites 

Any dog which bites a person shall be quarantined for ten days if 
ordered by the Inspector of Animals. During quarantine the dog 
Shall be securelyy confined and kept from contact with any other 
animal. At the discretion of the Inspector of Animals, the quarantine 
may be on the premises of the owner. If the Inspector of Animals 
requires other confinement, the owner shall surrender the animal 
for the quarantine period to an animal shelter or shall, at his own ex- 
pense, place it in a veterinary hospital. 

Section 10. Animals Suspected of Being Rabid 

No Police Officer or other person shall kill, or cause to be killed, 
any animal suspected of being rabid, except after the animal has 
been placed in quarantine and the diagnosis of rabies made by a 
licensed veterinarian. If a veterinarian diagnoses rabies in an 
animal in quarantine, then the animal shall be humanely killed and 
the head of such animal sent to a laboratory for pathological ex- 
amination and confirmation of diagnosis. 

Section 11. Hindering the By-Law Enforcement 

Any Canine Control Officer shall have police powers in the en- 
forcement of this By-Law and no person shall interfere with, hinder, 
molest or abuse any Canine Control Officer in the exercise of such 
powers. 

Section 12, By-Law Violation Fine 

Any person violating any provision of this By-Law shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be:punished by a fine of $15.00 for 
the first and $25.00 for a second or subsequent offense. If any viola- 


tion be continuing, each day’s violation shall be deemed a separate 
violation. Complaints will be sought in a district court according to 
Chapter 140, Section 173A of the General Laws. 

Section 13. If Parts of By-Law are Invalid 

If any part of this By-Law shall be held invalid, such part shall be 
deemed severable and the invalidity thereof shall not affect the 
remaining parts of this By-Law. No provision or interpretation of a 
provision of this By-Law is intended to be either in conflict with, or 
an attempt to change, any statutory provision in Chapter 140 per- 
taining to dogs. 

Section 14. Vaccination 

Every owner and keeper of a dog more than six months old shall 
cause said dog to be vaccinated or revaccinated by a Licensed 
Veterinarian with anti rabies vaccine within two years prior to the 
date of application for a dog license for said dog. 

Application for each annual dog license shall be accompanied by 
proof of vaccination of the dog against rabies within two years 
preceeding the date of the application. 

Section 15. Fees 

The fees for dog licenses shall be as follows: $4.00 for a male dog, 
and $6.00 for a female dog unless the female dog has been spayed in 
which case the fee shall be $4.00. Said fees are subject to all other 
conditions as set forth in MGLA, Chapter 140, Section 139.

Town Meeting 
(Continued from Page One) 


Some procedural changes will 
be introduced to this year’s 
meeting by Moderator William 
J. Dalton. 

Unlike previous years when 
articles were moved by number 
only, the moving party will 
either read the article or objec- 
tively summarize it prior to the 
beginning of debate. 

Dalton has also instituted a 
policy of limiting speakers to 
ten minutes. A speaker may 
yield to another during the 
process of discussion, but the 
total time will be limited to the 
ten minutes. 

Debate on an issue will be ter- 
minated upon a motion to do so 
being seconded and approved 
by a two-thirds vote. 

The moderator’ has 
reinstituted an old procedure 
for handling the budget. 

Rather than going through 
the entire budget, then retur- 
ning to pass items, as in recent 
years, the meeting will now at- 
tend to any item which was 
questioned immediately, or 
within departmental con- 
siderations. There is the 
possibility that due to 
procedure or for convenience, 
this rule may be periodic excep- 
tions to this rule. 

While the budget, special 
money articles and the ultimate 
establishment of the tax ratge 
is indeed the principal issue 
facing the voters as the meeting 
continues nightly until all items 
are acted upon, there are a 
number of other items in the 
warrant which are expected to 
produce debate and controver- 
sy. 
Enactment of a dog leash law 
is in the warrant for con- 
sideraton. 

The new bylaw would make it 
mandatory for dogs to be leased 
and carries with it fines and 
penalties for failure to comply. 
The present animal control law 
makes it obligatory to have 
dogs confined during the hours 
children are going to and from 
school. Littering of streets 
through broken trash bags caus- 
ed by dogs, the killing of ducks 
at the pond off Argilla Road and 
other problems dealing with 
canines caused the selectmen 
to insert the article in the 
warrant for consideration by 
the voters of a more stringent 
dog regulation. The board itself 
has not, as yet, taken a stand on 
the issue. 

Another item sure to cause 
some controversy is the es- 
tablishment of an Historic 
District in the Central street 
area, 

The issue was scheduled to go 
before the voters at the October 
town meeting last year, but was 
withdrawn due to the objections 
raised at the time. 

The Historic District Study 
committee has since reviewed 
the plan, altered the boundaries 
to contain a smaller portion of 
the Central street area in the 
overall plan. 

But, objection is still made by 
many, particularly those 
residing within the proposed 
district. 

There are some zoning bylaw 
changes proposed, one dealing 
with the expansion of the apart-

While curriculum emphasis 
will still be on basic skills, the 
committee plans to put in- 
creased focus on secondary 
education, particularly student 
motivation and course 
offerings.

One of 
the key factors in this ‘‘direc- 
tion” was the discoveryy that 
Shawsheen School, because of 
its declining enrollments, has 
by far the highest pupil costs. 
The committee will study ways 
to improve efficiency by reduc- 
ing facilities, and also ways to 
improve the curriculum. 

In the financial area, the 
school budget for next year will 
be presented in a cost-per- 
program rather than a line item 
format. A data retrieval system 
will also be examined with the 
hope that the service could 
become one for the town as a 
whole. | 

An organized maintenance 
program got underway this 
year with the hiring of Plant 
Engineer Al Hart and a heating 
and air conditioning mechanic, 
but substantial savings are an- 
ticipated through more ef- 
ficient operation. 

The direction letter also will 
state that committee’s inten- 
tion to continue to stabilize the 
tax rate, but not erode the 
quality of education here.

meeting in January. 

Ahouse favored making up at 
least one other day by having 
the teachers show up before 
Labor Day, and ended up the 
lone vote against the revised 
calendar. 

“We started out trying to cut 
back so school would get out 
earlier in June,”’ he said. ‘‘In 
spite of our good intentions, 
we're back about where we 
started.”’ 

With four snow days built into 
the calendar, school would let 
out Wednesday, June 21, with 
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the teachers staying through 
Thursday, the 22nd. 

Committeeman Joseph finn 
led the tide against a pre-Labor 
Day start, favoring the 
“traditional fashion.’’ Labor 
Day, he said, is a ‘‘neat’’ way to 
end the summer. 

If there were excessive snow 
days next year, however, to 
push school later in June, Finn 
said he’d be willing to consider 
cutting back April vacation as 
well as the winter one. 

After the vote was in, AEA 
President Friel noted that 
many teachers have questioned 
the shortening of winter vaca- 
tion on the grounds that ‘‘quite 
a large portion”’ of parents will 
take their kids out of school the 
three remaining days of the 
week anyway. 

“What we want,”’ he said, is 
direction from the school com- 
mittee on how to handle the 
absenteeism from an 
educational standpoint. 

Finn said it wasn’t fair of the 
teachers to ask the committee 
to act on an administrative 
matter, and Ahouse said he 
didn’t want ‘‘to touch it with a 
10-foot pole,’’ because it was an 
administrative matter. ‘If we 
lose too much to absenteeism,” 
he added, ‘‘it would be ap- 
propriate for us to consider 
readjusting the calendar 
again.” 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said 
the growing tendency is to take 
kids out of school at all sorts of 
random times to go on vaca- 
tion, and added that he didn’t 
feel it was a school committee 
issue. 

As a matter of fact, he said,

the principals are taking the 
matter up at a session this 
week. 

Friel said that most parents 
notify the teachers ahead of 
time when they plan to take 
their youngsters out of school, 
and that the teachers give those 
pupils extra work. Their 
assignments aren’t always 
returned after vacation, 
however, and he said it involves 
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“quite a bit of shuffling on the 
part of the teachers.”
